Queen Victoria on Her Way to the 
South of France. 


“LETITIA BONAPARTE, WIDOW OF HER 
UNCLE, ACCEPTS COUSIN ROLAND. 


Pion-Pion’s Pile and How It Ie Divided by 
His Will—The Pope Refuses to Reosive 
Prince Victor—Socialists in Germany 
Favor the Election of Bismarck—The 
France-Russia Alliance. 


London, March 23.—Queen Victoria left 
Windsor this morning en route to Grasse, a 
Small town in the department of the Alpes- 
Maritimes, France, twenty-five miles west of 
Nice. The Queen goes to the South of France 
via Oherbourg, and not via Calais and Paris, 
as was announced shortly after the arrival in 
this country of the Empress Frederick, re- 
turned from her interesting and eventful 
visit to Paris. 

At Grasse, the Grand Hotel has been rented 
and placed inorder for the accommodation 
of Victoria. The hotel is pieasantly situated 
in a position overlooking the old town of 
Grasse, whichis builton a slope of a moun- 
tain rising to a height of about 1,100 feet 
above the level of the sea, and is ten miles in- 
land, directly north of Cannes. A delightful, 
extensive view is obtained from the Grand 
Hotel, close to which is the elegant villa 
**Victoria’’ belonging to the Baroness Alice 
de Rothschild. Had the Villa Victoria been a 
little larger it would have been placed at the 
disposal of Queen Victoria. 

The Princess Louise and the Marquis of 
Lorne visited the Baroness Alice de Roths- 
child at the Villa Victoria last season and 
they gave the Queen such a glowing account 
of the benefits they had derived from the air 
of Grasse that the Queen decided to try it 
herself. 

The Municipal Council of Grasse has made 
every possible preparation to make her stay 
atthe Grand Hotel as pleasant as possible. 
An extra force of police has been detailed to 
guard the Queen’s residence, and the streets 
and roads in and about Grasse have been 
swept and repaired until they are quite pass- 
able. 

It is understood she will travel by special 
train from Cherbourg to Cannes, and thence 
by the branch line to Grasse. It is an- 
nounced that the Princess Beatrice and 
Prince Henry of Battenburg are expected to 
share the enjoyments of the Queen’s stay at 


Grasse. 
THE FISHERIES DISPUTE.

The present onnee of slaves are allowed 
five years’ grace which to liberate or in 
some other way dispose of the forced services 
of the men they now employ. 

BARON ROTHSCHILD’S OFFER. 

Baron Rothschild has removed all doubt as 
to the success of the scheme to make Man- 
chester a port of entry. He has assured the 
directors of the canal being constructed from 
Liverpool to Manchester that if the Manches- 
ter city corporation should fail to carry out 
its promise to supply the needed £1,700,000 he 
will himself supply the necessary amount to 
complete the work. 

A ROYAL SCANDAL. 

Deep indighation is expressed among 
all classes of Englishmen in regard 
tothe reports current as to the treat- 
ment of the Grand Duchess Elizabeth, grand- 
daughter of the Queen Victoria, by her hus- 
band, Grand Duke Sergius, of Russia, brother 
ofthe Czar. Itis now well understood that 
the Czar’s motive for appointing his brother 
Governor of Moscow was not, as officially 
stated, to give him a mark of esteem, but to 
remove the Grand Duchess from the foreign 
society of St. Petersburg, where her mal- 
treatment by the Russian imperial family 
has already caused a scandal. 

SALISBURY AFTER RECIPROCITY. 

Lord Salisbury has written a letter to the 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce, in which the 
Premier says that he is well aware of the im- 
portance of the reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Brazil. Lord Salisbury adds 
that four years ago the Government failed to 
obtain the Brazilian assent to the most 
favored nation treatment for British mer- 
chandise. The British Goverment’s efforts in 
this direction would not be renewed. 

DON’T WANT TO KNOW IT. 

Her Majesty's High Court of Justice, 
Queen's Bench Division, has dismissed the 
appeal of counsel representing Sir Wm. Gor- 
don Cumming in the so-called ‘‘Baccarat 
scandal, asking thatthe defendants in the 
action for damages brought by Sir Wm.

THE GUELPH FUND. 


IT I8 TO BE GIVEN TO THE HANOVERIAN HOUSE 
IF PRUSSIA CONSENTS. 

Lorpor, March 23.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that the Boetticher Scandal has revived the 
question of the disposition of the Guelph 
fund, which the Kaiser some time ago pro- 
posed to return to the house of Hanover, that 
house, on its part, relinquishing all 
claim to the Hanoverian crown. It is 
said that Queen Victoria and the Kaiser 
talked this matter over at their meeting last 
summer, and that the question was settled, so 
far as the Kaiser could settle it. The scheme, 
however, has not been submitted to the Prus- 
Sian Parliament, for the disposition of the 
money isa question affecting Prussia alone, 


The Guelph fund, or otherwise the secret 
service fund, is in the control of the Emperor 
now. Noaccount is given of how it is ex- 
pended and no one knows what became of 
it. During the reign of the late William I. 
Bismarck as Chancellor had control of it and 
used it to further his aims and those of his 
master. Efforts have been made in the Reichs- 
tagto have him make an account of what 
was done with the fund, but the Chancellor 
always sat down on it, and no one had the 
courage to fight him, as it was always under- 
stood that the Emperor was back of 
him in keeping the fund books secret. 
The recent Beotticher outbreak was the 
outcome of Bismarck charging Von Boetticher 
with ingratitude. Van Botticher had a bad 
son-in-law who gotin an embezzling scrape. 
Van Boetticher got in debt to the extent of 
300,000 marks trying to settle it so as to keep 
the matter quiet. He told Bismarck of his 
dilemma at the time and the 
Chancellor loaned him the amount out of the 
Guelph Fund, never telling him, though, at 
the time where it came from. Von Boetticker 
says that he thought the cash came from the 
Emperor himself and therefore felt under no 
obligations to the Chancellor. He became 
involved in the plotto overthrow Bismarck, 
and received the decoration of the Black 
Eagle for his efforts. His connection with the 
Chancellor’s downfall was not known until 
recently, and when the latter heard of it h 
told the above facts. ' 


CAPT. MCKEAGUE EXONERATED. 


HE MAKES A STATEMENT CONCERNING THE TER- 
RIBLE DISASTER AT GIBRALTAR. 

GIBRALTAR, March 23.—One hundred bodies 
of the Utopia victims were found yesterday. 
The inquest over the second collection of 
bodies resulted in the exhoneration of Capt. 
McKeague from all Name. Capt. McKeague 
made the following statement to the jury: 

After rounding for Europa Point I headed 
for the usual anchorage and ordered half 
speed. Two minutes later I ordered ‘slow,’ 
and Ii stopped the engines between Europa 
Point and the New Mole Head. I then sud- 
denly sighted the man-of-war Curlew and 
observed the anchorage crowded with other 
ships. I immediately starboarded the helm, 
there beinga heavy sea and an extremely 
strong tide. When the Utopia had half 
cleared the bows of the Anson, I ported the 
helm in order to bring the Utopia’s stern out, 
but on account of the strong current the 
Utopia was unable to clear the Anson’s ram. 
Owing to the thickness of the weather I could 
not calculate precisely the length of the An- 
son’s fore deck andignoredthe ram. I did 
not know the fleet was in the bay. The proper 
look-out, consisting of the mate and six men, 
was kept, but nobody saw the Curlew or the 
condition of the anchorage until the helm 
was starboarded. We were unable to anchor 
behind the rock because we were running 
short of coalin consequence of heavy weather 
on the voyage. 


NEWFOUNDLAND PROTESTS. 


THE BRITISH MODUS VIVENDI DOES NOT MEET 
WITH THEIR APPROVAL. 

Sr. Jonns, Newfoundland, March 23,—Sat- 
urday meetings were held here at Havre de 
Grace and Bonaventure to protest against 
the coercive legislation that has been intro- 
duced in the Imperial Parliament for the 
enforcement of Great Britain’s latest modus 
vivendi. The speakers generally, while be- 
ing moderate in their choice of words, firmly 
declared that the colony would not stand 
coercion. It was openly stated that if the 
modus viwendi goes into operation and its 
enforcement is attempted by either France or 
England it would lead to open rebellion. 
Bach meeting passed resolutions supporting 
the action taken by the colonial assembjies. 


TAKES A COUSIN NOW. 


LETITIA BONAPARTE, WIDOW OF HER UNCLE, 
BETROTHED TO PRINCE ROLAND. 

PARIS, March 23.—The Gaulois to-day an- 

mnonnces the betrothal of Prince Roland 

aparte to Princess Letitia, only daughter 
of Prince Napoleon, who died in Rome a few 
days ago, and says that the marriage will 
take place immediately uponthe expiration 
of the period of mourning for Prince Napo- 
leon. Prince Napoleon, the Gauloises says, 
gave his consent to the betrothal a short time 
prior to his death; Princess Letitia is about 
2% years old. She was married on Sept. 11, 
1888, to her uncle, Prince Amadeo, Duke of 
Aosta, who was formerly King of Spain, who 
died on Jan. 18, 1890. 

PLON-PLON’S PILE.

END OF THE FAMOUS HATFIELD-M’COY 
VENDETIA IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


The Robberies, Murders, Raids, Battles 
and Executions on the Border Line of 
Kentucky and West Virginia—Rosan- 
na’s Midnight Ride to Rescue Her Lover 
—A Bloody Record. 


WHEELING, W. Va., March 23.—The famous 
Hatfielad-McCoy feud, which has lasted since 
1873, and which has involved on one side or 
the other three-fourths of the residents of 
Logan County, W. Va., and Pike County, Ky., 
is over. A marriage between a Hatfield and 
a Miss McOoy first brought on the spirit of 
forgiveness. Since then a peace conference 
has been held, and, as a result, Capt. Anse 
Hatfield of Logan County has given out a card 
declaring all enmity between the families at 
anend. Theloss of over a dozen lives is 
chargeable to this terrible vendetta. 

Logan County, W. Va., embraces a region 
wholly cut off from railroad and telegraphic 
communication. There is only one place of 
worship in the county. It was erected by 
private enterprise. This county was the 
scene of the series of murders, incidents of 
the Hatfield-McCoy vendetta. 

The Hatfield and McCoy families are the 
two leading mountain families of their region. 
The Hatfields live on the east side of the Tug 
River in West Virginia. The McCoys live in 
Pike County. Ky., on the other gide of the 
river. These two families own large tracts 
of land and are thoroughly well-to-do. 
Neither of the heads of the families reads nor 

writes. Someof the children now growing 
up have the rudiments of an ordinary educa- 
tion. The two families have had very close 
relations at different times by marriage and 
through business relations. During the war 
there were organized on ‘both sides of the 
river what were known as ‘‘home guards.’’ 

These home guards were organized osten- 
sibly for the protection of the properyy inter- 
est of their region against an invading foe, but 
instead of becoming a real home defense they 
invariably followed the practice of robbery 


and murder, and practically led an outlaw 


life. The Hatflelds on one side and the Me- 
Coys on the other ranged and plundered, 
and as a necessary consequence their inter- 
ests often clashed. So the first quarrel began 
as far back as in 1863, when Harmon McCoy 
was killed by Ance Hatfield. 
A LOVE AFFAIR. 
“Aside from the killing of Harmon McCoy in 
1863, the motive of the breaking out ofthe 
feud in 1882 can be directly traced toa love 
affair between Johnson Hatfield and Rosanna 
McCoy. Rosanna McOoy was the daughter of 
Ra ndall McCoy, the chief of the McCoy family 
in Pike County. Jonce Hatfield, in the lan- 
guage of the mountaineers, ‘‘tookup’’ with 
her, captured herand brought her over to the 
West Virginia side. 
that Bill Staton, a brother-in-law of Ellison 
and Ance Hatfield, was killed. He was a quar- 
relsome young fellow, according to the re- 
ports, and had had repeated quarrels with Sam 
McCoy. The latter was one of the most active 
of the McCoys. His character corresponded 
very much to that of Capt. Hatfield, on the 
opposite side, 
' - ati. PEACEMAKER. 

Both were killers, both were very fond of 
hunting, the noble sportofman. Sam McOoy 
once chased Staton up to Ellison Hatfleld, 
Young Staton from behind the 
back of Ellison Hatfield, snapped 
a pistol at McCoy. Ellison Hatfield 
stopped that quarrel, but later Sam McOoy 
met Staton. Sam was accompanied by his 
brother Paris. The two young men began 
shooting at each other on sight. Staton was 
hit. They advanced towards each other 
rapidly, and in the finalclinch young Staton 
bit or set his teeth inthe cheek of Sam Me- 
Coy. Paris McCoy then came up with his re- 
volver and blew out the brains of Station. 

Now, it must be borne in mind that these 
two young men were tried by a Hatfield mag- 
istrate and acquitted. Paris, who had no 
part in the fight beyond coming up and killing 
Staton, as he was struggling with his brother, 
was promptly arrested and as 
promptly acquitted. Sam, who escaped, 
was not captnred until about a year -after- 
wards, when he was tried before, Wall Hat- 
field and also acquitted. This was previogs 
to 1882. 

On a visit to Pike County to see Rosanna 
Jonce Hatfield was arrested for carrying 
concealed weapons by the McCoys. In the 
middle of the night Rosanna mounted a horse 
and riding over to Logan ‘County summoned 
a rescuing party. Jonce was brought back 
before morning to the Logan County side. 
Ellison Hatfield was one of the rescuers, and 
shortly after this he was stabbed to death by 
three of the McCoys. 

Within a few months the three McCoys were 
captured by the Hatflelds and tied to trees. 
They served as targets for haifa dozen of the 
Hatfield ries. The McCoys were subdued for 
a time. 

During this era of good feeling Jeff McCoy 
killeda man named Woodruff on the Ken- 
tucky side and to escape the frequent and 
painful references to the unpleasant incident 
by reason of the difference of local opinion as 
to the justification in the case he crossed over 
to the Logan County side and visited Ellis 
Hatfield. While his guest he shot a vassal 
named Wallace and Hatfield in revenge deter- 
mined to surrender him to the law. McCoy 
escaped from his captor host and running to 
Tug River he started to swim across under 
fire. He was killed as he reached the Ken- 
tucky side. 

M’COYS RAIDING HATFIELD TERRITORY. 

There now began a series of raids between 
the States of Kentucky and West Virginia, 
which have been misrepresented and misun- 
derstood simply on account of the meager re- 
ports which come out from time to time from 
this most distant region. The Governor of 
Kentucky directed certain deputies, and prin- 
cipally one by the name of Philips, living in 
Pike County, to receive certain prisoners 
from West Virginia, upon the Governor 
of which State requisitions were to be made. 
Philips misconstrued his authority ac- 
cording to the domineering idea of the 
mountaineer, and honestly started out with 
the view thathe wasto cross the river and 
himself execute the arrest upon the soll of the 
State of West Virginia, so he astonished and 
outraged the citizens of that State by swoop- 
tng down one day with a guard of thirty or 
forty people and capturing a man by the

SHOOTING FROM AMBUSH. 

Before Philips made his fourth raid J. M. 
Jackson, Magistrate of Logan County Court- 
house, issued a warrant for Philips’ arrest 
for the murder of Vance. Warrants were 
placed in the hands of J. R. Thompson, Con- 
stable“ of Logan County. He summoned a 
posse of sevenor eight men, among whom 
was Wm. Dempsey. He intended to execute 
the warrants only if he found the parties in 
West Virginia. He proceeded in the djrection 
of the scene of trouble, and while (passing 
down the Grapevine Creek, a tributary of San- 
ay River, and in crossing an open field he and 
his posse were charged upon by Philips, who 
layin ambush under the river bank on the 
West Virginia side. Afterasharp fight with 
Winchester rifies, in which some hundreds of 
sh were exchanged, the West Virginia 

s of constables, being overpowered, re- 
ti „leaving Dempsey on the ground, he 
having been woundedin the leg during the 
fight. 

Philips blew out Dempsey’s brains, and bis 
party took to the mountains after this. Since 
then fatal encounters have taken place 
between the McCoys and the Hatfields and 
the men who have married into the families 
and taken up the quarrel, but the law has 
falled to avenge any of the crimes. ° 

To the good people of Logan and Pike 
Counties the announcement made by old man 
Hatfield will be glad tidings. 


AMERICAN PORK FOR GERMANY. 


Why Its Importation Was Prohibited and 
the Change in Sentiment. 
This morning W. R. Upham of Indianapolis 
arrived in the city, and is atthe Lindell. 
There is scarcely a qQoubt that before the 
year is over American pork will be admitted 
to Germany free of duty, said Mr. Upham. 
I have just returned from Germany myself, 
and as I am interested in pork packing took 
occasion to investigate the reasons why our 
hog products have been excluded from Ger- 
many. There is no question whatever 
that the exclusion is due pricipally, if 
not solely, to the desire ofthe landhold- 
ing class to protect themselves against 
American competition. There is very little 
real belief in intelligent cifcles that our pork 
and bacon is more liable to disease than that 
raised in Germany itself. Asa matter of fact 
American hamsare the favorite. Here peo- 
ple talk avout Westphalia hams, but in Ber- 
lin and Hamburg St. Louis and Cincinnati 
hams are considered far superior. It is to 
this fact that the great opposition to our pork 
may be traced. American wheat has driven 
many German farmers out of the 
wheat-raising business, and our increas- 
ing imports of corn are hurting them 
as regards the market for short forage, and 
ifthe Americans were allowed to send in 
their meat products free, the landlords saw 
that they would have to reduce their rents. 
But in a poor country like Germany no gov- 
ernment dared openly to advocate a tariff 
that would raise the price of food, and there- 
fore resort was had to the pretense that 
American pork was dangerous to health. 
Every effort was made to propagate this be- 
lief, samples of meat > carefully exam- 
ined for trichinosis, - when a case 
was discovered ft was heralded from 
one end of the ‘country to the 
other. Having the strong influence of the 
landholding and farming classes at their 
back, for nearly every German farmer raises 
more or less pork, those who endeavored to 
secure the exclusion of the American hog 
were successful. Now, however, they are 
about at the end of theirrope. American 
porkpackers, backed by the Department of 
Agriculture, have not only secured the pass- 
age of inspection laws in this country, but 
they have also collected evidence showing 
that there never was anything in the 
diseased meat scare. The American hog is 
certainly subject to trichine, but this is com- 
monto theentire race, and asa matter of 
fact is much more common in Germany than 
in this country. Some ot the German news- 
papers are taking the matter up and showing 
how slight a basis the case of those who wish 
to exclude our meat on account of the alleged 
dangers incident to its consumption has to 
rest upon. The fact is that the United States 
consumes more pork per capita than any 
athber large country, and our vital 
statistics can de placed alongside 
of those of other nations without fear of mak- 
inga bad showing. These statistics have 
been published throughout Germany, partic- 
ular attention being paid to the health sta- 
tistics of cities,when the cause of disease and 
death are specified, and it is argued that the 
American pork cannot be bad when such a 
good showing is made. Some newspapers 
are carrying the war into Africa and giving 
publicity toall the cases of disease arising 
from the use of unsound German pork, with 
the rather astonishing result that it is con- 
clusively shown that diseased pork is 
much more common in Germany 
than in the United States. The manufactur- 
ers, who employ labor, and those who have 
no direct interest in agricultural lands are 
now demanding the removal of the prohfbi- 
tion on American pork, as since the tariff in 
this country was raised it is seen that in order 
to enter this market the cost of production 
in Germany must be lowered. But there can 
be no cut in wages until the price of pork is 
reduced, and this cannot take place as long 
as our cheap meats are excluded. Owing to 
these influences the opposition to the present 
laws is daily growing in strength, and even 
those most in favor of the disguised protec- 
tion admit that within a short time it must 


go.

Rev. Thomas Dixon on the Mafia and 
the Recent Riot. 


A SENSATIONAL REVIEW OF THE BLOODY 
SATURDAY’S WORE. 


Inspector Byrnes Is on the Alert for an 
Outbreak Among the Italians of New 

" York—Emissaries From New. Orleans 
Working There—-A Mob of Boys As- 
sault a Mass Meeting of the Indignant. 


New Tonk, March 23.—The Rev. Thomas 
Dixon, pastor of the Twenty-third Street 
Baptist Church, announced on Saturday that 
he would talk about the New Orleans mob, 
and so Association Hall was crowded yester- 
day morning. The prelude was called The 
Shot-gun in New Orleans, and there was a 
sub-heading, ‘‘The Philosophy of the Mob.’’ 
After saying that the news from New Orleans 
made sad reading, and alludingto the exe- 
cution ofthe Anarchists in Chicago, which 
he said was notin accordance with the evi- 
dence, Mr. Dixon continued: 

Mob justice is brutal, devilish and horri- 
ble. If there be such athingas a respecta- 
ble mob, that of New Orleans was surely one. 
It was the highest order of lynch 
judgment. Yet, with all its dis- 
cipline, its list of business men and good citi- 
zens, it was a sickening, disgusting spectacle 
that makes the noblest instincts of humanity 
cry aloud in indignant protest. .And yet, 
looking the whole case squarely in the face, 
the result was inevitable. The provocation 
was terrible. The city had been terrorized 
for years by an organized band of robbers 
and highwaymen. They defied the law. They 
rejoiced in the darkness,.the stiletto, the 
razor, the slug and shot-gun. Forty mur- 
ders were committed by those assassins in 
the five years preceding last June, when 
they shot down six men in cold blood in the 
heart of the city. Six of these 
red-handed criminals were convicted. 
But they obtained a new trial. 
Before that trial came off the principal wit- 
ness was foully murdered. David C. Hen- 
nessy, the bold and fearless Chief ot Police, 
determined to uproot this gang. Three days 
before their trial Hennessy was found in 
front of his home riddled with buckshot. 
These oath-bound assassins and their friends 
succeeded in ‘fixing’ this jury either by brib- 
ery or intimidation or both. The guilt of the 
men on trial for the murder of Hennessy was 
not doubted, yet they were acquitted. The 
population of New Orleans rose in indignant 
fury and the tragedy was the result. 

This devilish secret society known as the 
Mafia, withcrime as the object of its exist- 
ence, is the cause which led to this calamity. 
There is no room on this continent for such 
gangs. Weareagain thus reminded of this 
fact that we have in our midst unassimilated 
foreign elements which we must speedily as- 
simtlate or spew out. The Italians of New 
York made a grave mistake when, in the ex- 
citement of the moment, they raised the cry, 
‘Weare Italians; let every Italian stand to- 
gether. Weneverfarget. Vendetta!’ The 
time has come in this nation for the 
people to rise in might and sweep 
from the face of the earth this 
brood who breathe the breath of hell 
and yet revel in the liberties of a free repub- 
lic. Let all good Italian citizens co-operate 
in the God-given work. The decay of pub- 
lic confidence in our judicial processes is one 
of the most startling phenomena ofthe day. 
It means a certain revolution of some sort, 
either the reconstruction of method peace- 
fully or the lapse into the chaos of an- 
aréhism, out of which a new civilization will 
be built. When all classes lose 
confidence in courts, and money and influence 
and threats rule supreme, the hour has come 
for a deluge of blood. We tzhould ask our- 
selves seriously, whither are we drifting? 
We should ask ourselves, as citizen kings, 
who is, after all, responsible for these 
things?’’ 

In concluding his sermon Mr. Dixon said 
New York was about the worst city that ever 
was. He was particularly bitter against 
Tammany Hall and launched his shafts 
against Police Justice Divver. 

TROY BOYS MOB ITALIANS. 

TROY, N. Y., March 23.—A gang of 150 Ital- 
lans met in a hall last night to protest against 
the mob’s action in New Orleans. Some of 
the men, who attended the meeting, taking 
courage from the numbers, talked 
loud on the street and sidewalk. 
When the meeting had about begun a 
mob of 200 men and boys quietly assembled 
about the hall and then threw bricks and 
stones through the window. Several shots 
were firedandit seemed as thorgzh the mob 
intended to wipe out the Italians. They hud- 
died together under chairs and close to the 
walls of the room until the police came to 
disperse the mob; which was in great glee 
and enjoying the scare given the Italians.

STARVATION AT SHERRILL. 


The Cypress Lumber Co.’s Failure Causes 
Great Distress—Labor News. 

Pink Buurr, Ark., March 23.—This morning 
a PosT-DISPATCH man interviewed a prom- 
inent gentleman from Sherrill in regard to 
the failure of the Cypress Lumber Co. there, 
and was told that a most pitiable condition 
of affairs existed in Sherrill. When the mill 
closed about one hundred and fifty men were 
thrown out of work, and as none of them had 
received a dollar in pay for their work in sev- 
eral months, they are in a destitute condi- 
tion. The mill owes the men all the 
from $50 to $600 a piece. Many of them 
in debt to the merchants of Sherill for 
provisions, which were bought in good faith 
with the expectation that they could settle 
when they received pay for their work. Now 
that the failure has occurred they can get 
nothing to live upon. The boarding-houses 
have closed business and refuse to keep them 
longer, as the men are behind about $600 for 
board. On Saturday a tribution was taken 
up in Sherrill for their relief, and a small 
amount of provisions was supplied to them. 
W. E. Boyington, the proprietor, arrived in 
Pine Bluff last night, and it is under- 
stood that a meeting of the creditors 
of the company will be called to-day to try 
and come toa settlement and devise a Way 
in which the mill may again be put in opera- 
tion. It is hoped that a settlement can be 
made and that the unfortunate employes of 
the mill can get some relief, or at least pro- 
visions on which they can live until they can 
find other employment. The failure has been 
a great set-back to Sherrill and every man in 
the place isaloser by it. Several persons 
who had invested all their hard-earned sav- 
ings in small business enterprises, have been 
forced to close.

A DESPERATE DEED. 


Men of La Porte, Ind., Robbed Under Ex- 
traordinary Circumstances. 


CurcaGco, III., March 23.—John Wilson and 
Henry Matthews, two respectable citizens of 
La Porte, Ind., were seized by three burly 
rufians while they were walking to their 
homes a few miles outside that city about 
dusk last evening and thrown into an empty 
cattle car which was onits way to Chicago, 
attached to the regular cattle train. The 
train had stopped but started as soon as the 
daring deed was committed. The rumans 
threw the men tothe floorof the car and 
robbed them of their uables which they 
only succeeded in taking after a 
desperate struggle. The robbers sprang 
upon their victims, and over and over they 
rolled, each man fighting for supremacy. 
The noise of the rapidly moving train and the 
cries ofthe huddled upcattle drowned the 
shouts of the men for help. 

The men, who were big and strong, fought 
desperately for their lives, but the three rob- 
bers were too much for them. After a battle 
of nearly half an hour the nearly exhausted 
men were hurled from the rapidly moving 
train and left lying bruised, bleeding and un- 
conscious by the roadside. Two hours after- 
ward they were found and conveyed to a 
neighboring house where they were revived. 
As soon as their story was learned the Chi- 
cago police were notified, but so far no ar- 
rests have been made. The wounded 
men were taken to their homes. They are 
both seriously injure, but not necessarily 
fatally.

EVIDENCE OF A CONSPIRACY BETWEEN 
CANDIDATES ON OPPOSING TICKETS. 


Mr. Arnstein Returns and Telle How He 
First Received Information of His 
Nomination—As to Tem Wand’s De- 
nial—The Republicans Making Desper- 
ate Efforts to Organize. 


There are two incidents connected with the 
hominations of Councilmen which clearly re- 
veal the methods of the parties in choosing 
their tickets. Mr. Adam Wachman 
was spoken of frequently for a 
place on the Republican ticket, 
but when the convention met 
Mr. Wachman’s name) was not mentioned. 
The reason for this was that certain men 
went to see him and told him that they would 
like to have him rug, but that he was ex- 
pected to contribute $1,000.

They could not prevail upon him to con- 
tribute the money, and he did not go on the 
ticket. Mr. Wachman does not believe in 
buying hominations any more than he be- 
lieves in buying franchises, and he would 
not de a party to any such proceed- 
ing. The other incident is connected 
with Mr. Henry L. Edmunds, who was promi- 
nently mentioned fora place in the Oouncil 


nominations on the Democratic ticket. It was 


rather a surprise that he was not nominated. 
The explanation is given now for the first 
time. Mr. Edmunds was approached by a 
friend of the Mayor, who asked him whether, 
if he was elected, he would pledge himself to 
confirm the Mayor's nominees. 


Mr. Edmunds replied most positively that 
he would not. The result, of course, he could 


foresee. He did not go on the ticket. 

Such incidents as these only serve to prove 
the truth of the charge made by the Inde- 
pendents that the tickets would be 
made up by the machines to do ma- 
chine work, and that the politicians, 
not the people, were the only ones who stood 
any chance inthe conventions.

Those who 
were hot-headed over the matter have con- 
cluded that they cannot mandamus the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and the bill is as dead as the 
Mafia. 


PICKED THD LOCES. 
BILLS STOLEN FROM THE ILLINOIS HOUSE 
OLERK’S DESK. 

SPRINGFIELD, l., March 28.—It has trans- 
pired that some one picked the locks on two 
drawers in the room of the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives and stole about 4,000 cop- 
les of different bills that had deen 
printed for the use of the committees. 
It may have been done to secure delay 
in the consideration of certain measures but 
the real object is not known. At any rate it 
will make business for the printer and cause 
great inconvenience to the committees, and 
will obstruct the work of legislation. How- 
ever, it is conceded, that little will be done 
this week on account ofthe Palmer ratifica- 
tion on Wednesday, which will break up the 
routine of the business.

KANSAS. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 28.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning the "pili requiring that all 
coal oll shipped to cities of the first and sec- 
ond class in Arkansas shall under- 
go local inspection was passed. Also, a 
bill regulating the manner in which 
county convicts shall be leased to con- 
tractors. The Senate also passed a bill regu- 
lating the protest of commercial paper. The 
bill adds to those days already recognized as 
legal holidays the ist of Jannary, Thanksgiv- 
ing day, Washington’s birthday and Robert 
E. Lee’s birthday. It also regulates the pre- 
sentation and protest of commercial paper 
falling due on legal holidays.

The Joint Committee on Auditor’s and 
Treasurer’s books reported the result of their 
investigation of.the Treasurer’s accounts 
during his third term, declaring that 
no deficit occurred, but that there were 
quite a number of irregularities discovered in 
the disposition of certain bonds, and the as- 
signment ot serips to the various funds.

IT WAS INCENDIARISM. 


TERRIFIC GAS EXPLOSION FOLLOWED 
BY A FIRE ON NORTH BROADWAY. 


A Blazein the Dry Goods Store of P. H. 
Mueller Extinguished by the Depart- 
ment and Evidences of Incendiarism 
Discovered—No Explanation. 


A few minutes after 20’clock this morning 
Officers Kane and Maher, who were standing 
at the corner of Broadway and Madi- 
son streets, were Startied by a 
terrific explosion, which sounded much 
a blast in a quarry 
A moment later they saw flames dart out 
through the doors and windows of the dry 
goods store of F. H. Mueller, No. 2014 North 
Broadway, An alarm was turned in from 
box No. 94, and within three minutes 
Engine Co. No. 2, which ts stationed only 
two or three blotks away, was on the scene. 
The fire was well developed, and was rapidly 
working ite way up a rear staircase to 
the second floor, which was unocdu- 
pied. It was, however, soon ex- 
tinguised by the Department. 

IT WAS INCENDIARISM. 

An investigation by the police 
developed that there had been 
a most aggrivated attempt at incendiarism. 
Ata point where two counters join a short 
piece of tallow candle was found 
that had been partly burned. The 
candle was set upon the top of 
bundle of old papers and other inflammable 
material. The main gas pipe leading down 
from the ceiling tothe burraers in the center 
of the room had been wrenched off and 
was laid carelessly on a box of clothing. The 
escaping of gas was doubtless the cause of 
the explosion. The force must have been 
terrific, as it broke the plasteringon the 
ceiling, forced the roof out of position, and 
left the front wall in such a dangerous con- 
dition that the Hook & Ladder Oo. were 
called into service to brace it up. 
The stock in the store ig valued on a 
rough estimate at $2,500.

New York, Brooklyn and Newark Have 


Narrow Escapes. .

TENEMENT HOUSES IGNITED, BUT THE 
BLAZES WERE DISCOVERED. 


Six Wonderful Pieces of Good-Fortune 
That Saved Hundreds of Lives—One 
Incendiary Oaptured — Hildebrand’s 
Revenge—Burned His Own House— 
Other Blazes.

each fire, came reports to tne po- 
lice yesterday of two clear and in- 
dubitable cases of attempted incen- 
diarism of a particularly atrocious kind, a 
third case almost as clear, and a fourth in 
which there is good reason to believe that 
such scoundrelly work was planned. In all, 
the lives of fifty-eight families, comprising 
nearly two hundred persons, were placed in 
jeopardy. 

At 2% Catherine street a policeman caught 
a man in the act of setting fire to a tenement 
house in which over a dozen families reside. 
The fre was quickly smothered and the fire 
bug was landed in the police station. 

Another fiendish plotto destroy life and 
property was discovered in the tenement, 243 
Kast One Hundred and Twenty-first street, 
which is occupied by over 100 people. Chas. 
Bals, a barkeeper, smelled smoke when he 
went home at 2a. m. He aroused the inmates 
and a search revealed the fact that a heap of 
rubbish under the stairs was burning. The 
plot evidently was to cut off escape by the 
stairs. The fire escapes are somewhat de- 
ficient. The inmate were horrified to find 
that the knobs to the front doors of this and 
three adjoining tenements had been removed 

go that the people would have been trapped 
like rats. 

Another case was at 212 East Sixty-first 
street. A policeman saw smoke com- 
ing out of the cellar at 2a. m. Several colored 
families in the house were aroused. It was 
found that fire had been kindled ina coal-bin 
and also ina pile of wood in another part of 
the cellar. 

A Are was discovered Saturday afternoon in 
the cellar of a tenement, 846 Second avenue. 
It was near some oil barrels and doubtless in- 
cendiary. A tenant located the fire in time 
to save the building and its occupants. 

The Brooklyn incendiaries are still at work. 
Last night a re was found to have been 
kindled under the stairway in the basement 
ot the tenement, Myrtle avenue, occupied 
by several families. It was in a store-room 
which is generally kept locked. The lock 
had been broken. The people in the house 
were panic-stricken, but all got out safely 
and the fire was extinguished without doing 
much damage. 

Newark also has its fire-bugs. Late last 
night fire was discovered on the second floor 
of a tenement, 21 Boyd street, Newark. The 
flames rapidly communicated to two adjoin- 
ing tenements. There were about a dozen 
Polish families in the three tenements. There 
‘were many narrow escapes, and two persons 


who are Missing are supposed to have per- 


ished in the flames. The buildings were 
burned out. The floor n which the fire was 
discovered was occupied by Solomon Epstein. 
His apartments, it is said, had been saturated 
with oil. The police are making an investi- 
gation.

THEY HAVE TALKED TOO FREELY AND 
HAVE BEEN TOO LIBERAL. 


A Unitarian Invited to Preach in an Epis- 
copal Church on Good Friday—Pro- 
testing Fellow Olergymen—Trouble in 
Bishop Potter’s Diocese—- Women Or- 
dained Elders— The Churches. 


New YorK, March 33. — Some clergymen of 
this town propose to discipline two of the 
best Known and most popular pastors of New 
York—the Rev. W. 8. Rainsford, Rector of 
St. George's Parish, andthe Rev. R. Heber 
Newton of All Souls’ Church. If these disci - 
plinarians contrive to curb the independence 
of these two preachers they will, so to speak, 
twing several clergymen of lesser note and 
ability who also are locatedin the Diocese of 
New York of which the Rev. Henry ©. Potter 
is Bishop. Their offense seems to be too 
great ‘‘liberality’’ of views. The ‘‘liberality’’ 
of Mr. Rainsford in inviting ministers of 
denominations other than the Episcopal to 
to occupy his pulpita year ago drew out a 
protest from his brother clergy which Mr. 
Rainsford, however, saw fit to ignore. In ar- 
ranging the series of Lenten services 
at St. George's for the season, Mr. 
Rainsford went so far as to invite not only 
non-Episcopalian or ‘‘dissenting’’ clergymen 
to participate therein, butit is alleged that 
he let down the bars of the ecclesiastical vo- 
cation to such an extent as to admit a 
‘*heretic’’ to the sanctuary and privileges of 
the church. Furthermore, Mr. Rainsfprd 
took part in his clerical capacity in ‘fa service 
at Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, and for these 
and kindred offenses against the canons of 
the church it is deemed expedienb that the 
rector of St. George's should be admonished 
if not disciplined. 

TALKED TOO MUCH. 

The utterances of the Rev, R.Heber Newton 
from time to time on teépics of more or less 
public and religious interest have been the 
occasion of apprehension and animadversion 
in certain quarters. The reserved right of 
Mr. Newton to deliver himself of any opinion 
however ultra or advancedas an individual 
is not denied, but it is held by the projectors 
of the present movement that as long as he 
continues a clergyman in full and recognized 
standing in the Episcopal Church, his utter- 
ance should correspond to the accepted teach- 
ings of that communion. 

The influence of the example of Drs.Newton 
and Rainsford is held to be pernicious, it is 
said, particularly in view of the statement 


that the latter has invited a Unitarian tooc- Pb 


cupy the pulpit of St. George’s and preach to 
the people of that parish on Good Friday. To 
meet this emergency, to counteract the effect 
of the doings ofthe offending clergymen and 
to set the seal of disapproval and condemna- 
tion on the alleged uncanonical and uncleri 
cal practices complained of, a protest has 
been prepared which is now being signed by 
the clergy of the diocese of New York. When 
the document shall have been fully signed it 
is proposodto give it extensive publicity, 
with a view not only to making known the 
position of the church and the remainder of 
the clergy in relation to the course pursued 
by Drs. Newton and Rainsford, and their 
sympathizers and imitators, but to the se- 
curing of their repression. 
ON THE QUIET. 

The move thus far has been conducted very 
quietly, the knowledge that it was in progress 
having been confined to the clergy ofthe 
diocese whose signatures to the protest had 
been requested or were desired. It is deemed 
not altogether unlikely, hewever, that the 
concensus of opinion in opposition to the 
practices indicatéd may result jn action being 
taken looking to the ere 
ing clergymen. 

In any event it is calculated thatthe action 
of the clergy of the diocese informally putting 
their views on record in this connection will 
result in a deliverance on the part of the gen- 
eral convention to be held in Baltimore in 
October, 1892, which will compel clergymen 
either to conform their Lone ey and per-

THE WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Snow Very Beneficial to the Wheat Crop— 
Soil Too Wet for Seeding. 

The weather-crop bulletin of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture, Columbia, Mo., 
in co-operation with the U. 8. Signal Service, 
for the week ending March 20, 1891, is com- 
posed of sixty-three reports. The rainfall 
has been normal andthe snow which cov- 
ered the ground inthe northern part ofthe 
State has been very beneficial to the wheat 
crop. 

The temperature and 
normal during the week. 

Wheat—The wheat crop has apparently 
wintered well in all sections of the State and 
the prospect fora good cropappear to be 
much better than at this time last year. In 
some few placesthe alternate freezing and 
thawing during the last of February and the 
first of March did some slight damage, but in 
other places there has been sufficient snow to 
protect the wheat from serious injury. 

CONDITION OF THE SOIL. 

The ground throughout the State is gen- 
erally too wet for seeding to begin. 

The northwest section has received more 
precipitation than last year and begins the 
season with more moisture in the ground 
than it has had for several years. 

The condition of all crops is reported 
favorable in that séction. 

The southwest section reports that spring 
seeding will be slightly delayed by the wet 
soil, 

The southeast section has not received ex- 
cessive rains it as did last year, and in many 
counties spring seedingis being pushed with 
vigor. 

The peach crop has been injured by frost in 
in many Counties of the State, the greatest 
damage being reported from Nodaway,where 
the prospect is given as 20 per cent. 

The following estimateshave been made up 
from reports received up to date by the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Agriculture: Condition of 
small fruit, 8 per cent; condition of apples,

What he said in regard to the 
lady was vouched for as corect by a gentle- 
man present. Thelady, the medium told, 
was the wife ofa well known railroad man. 
The spirit of the gentleman who ran the hotel 
at Second and Walnut streets for years, ad- 
dressed the audience through Mr. Baxter and 
spoke of things that happened during his life- 
time. They were corroborated by a near rel- 
ative who was present. 

A husband, prominent tn business circles in 
St. Louis during his lifetime and who has 
been dead about a year, desired to say some- 
thing to his wife. The latter wag pointed out 
by the medium from among the audience. 

During these manifestations the full names 
ofthe spirits as they were on earth were 
given. 

HOW THE MEDIUM OPERATES. 

Prof. Baxter was found at Capt. Brown’s 
house, 3561% Olive street, and asked how he 
explained the visitations of the spirits. The 
professor said: 

It comes from impression altogether. I 
first feel that something unusual is happen- 
ing, and then names and events begin to form 
in my mind. Not clearly at first, but before 
long I can speak the name in entirety. It may 
seem strange, but I believe in spirits being 
able to visit the earth and have been a medium 
even since Iwasa child. I do not go into 
trances, but receive my impressions from 
an invisible spirit whose presence 
I Know only by a ~peculiar force 
whichI experience. Often when I am lectur- 
ing I feel the invisible power, but as my lect- 
ures are from manuscript I can go on asa 
machine, ignoring the impressions that are 
being forced upon my mind and keeping 
them from the audience until the revelations 
or seance begins. I always ignore such 
names as John, Mary, Jennie, etc., because 
they are too indefinite and would create a 
hostile opinion of § spiritualistic work 
generally. I claim that spirits do 
visit the earth and that they 
come here from spirit land to communicate 
with friends or relatives. My seances are al- 
ways open tothe public, just as are my 
lectures, the latter being given first. I do 
not use a cabinet or any other device, such as 
slate, knock under the table and the like.’’

“NO LADIES IN TEMPLE.” 


The Remark Which Was the Undoing of 
Assistant Superintendent Vanvleet. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 23.—Several 
weeks ago Assistant Superintendent Vanvleet 
ofthe Santa Fe Railroad, a man 80 years 
old, was charged with having said that there 
were no ladies in Temple. Vanvieet was 
waited upon by a committee and informed 
that he must leave town in twelve hours and 
not return except at his peril.

The Police District Stations Trans- 
formed Into Operating Rooms. 


DOCTORS WORKING UNDER THE HEALTH 
COMMISSIONER’S ORDERS. 


** 


Vigorous Precautions Against a Possible 
Spread of Small-Pox—The “Ounce of 
Prevention“ Being Officially Adminis- 
tered—Scenes and Incidents at the Sta- 
tions—Sore Arms for Next Week. 


The various district police stations added a 
new department to their working force this 
morning and blossomed out with a medical 
staff attachment that lent considerable 
dignity to the scene. The cause of the pro- 
fessional invasion was the order of the Mayor 
on suggestion of the Board of Health, 
appointing one .physician to each district 
station for the purpose of vaccinating citi- 
tens living in the locality, and of keepinga 
closer Watch on places where the dread 
disease of small-pox may be known to have 
broken out. The order went into effect at 9 
o’clock this morning, and marks the most 
active step yet taken to prevent the poss!- 
bility of a small-pox epidemic. Six phy- 
siclans reparted at the 
Board of Health at the hour named. 
They were assigned promptly to 
their respective posts, each bejng 
supplied with 200 vaccine quills from the 
Board of Health vaccine farm at Kirkwood, 
done up in packages of ten each, carefully 
wrapped in cotton and inclosed in air-tight 
rubber bags. Their instructions were to re- 
main at the stations from 9a. m. to 12 m., 
from 2 to5 p. m., and from 6:30 to8 p. m. and 
to prosecute the good work of wholesale vac- 
cination daily until further notice. In the 
meantime further action was taken through 
the Board of Health and the Police Depart- 
ment. 

GUARDING AGAINST AN EPIDEMIC. 

To-day Chief of Police Harrigan received a 
communication from Chief Sanitary Officer 
Charles W. Francis, asking that the assistance 
ot the department be given in the work of 
preventing a small- pox epidemic in the city. 
In the communication Mr. Francis takes oc- 
casion to say: 

During the past week the following have 
been among the cases of smali-pox sent to 
the Quarantine Hospital: Charles Weibel, 
from 409 North Levee; Charles Low, 115 South 
Seventh; Edward Joyce, 18 South Seventh; 
Baby Farris, 2122 Wash street; Wm. Benner, 
Work-house, home 116 Sidney street; Fred 
Farris, 2010 Carr street; John Schaerpf, 1235 
North Thirteenth street; Celia Green, 2110 
Carr street. The other cases sent to Quaran- 
tine were from the City Hospital. My object 
in writing you this letter isto ask you to 
instruct the police on the beats on which 
these cases were found to Keep a watch on 
the localities and if any person is found sick, 
to at once notify the City Dispensary by tel- 
ephone, so that the matter can be imme- 
diately investigated. Hereafter, as soon as 
cases are reported to this office, I will send 
notice to the police station of that district, 
giving the name ofthe person removed and 
the locality, so that a watch can be kept on 
the infected places. 

SCENES AT THE STATIONS. 

The scenes following the arrival of the doc- 
tors at the police stations 4his morning was 
an interesting and picturesque one, and 
showed that the action of the Board of Health 
was thoroughly appreciated by the public. 
There were crowds waiting at each place and 
ina few moments after the physicians ap- 
peared the stations began to assume he ap- 
pearance of surgical operating rooms, and 
from that time forward the work of vaccina- 
tion went merrily on. 

The Third District Station, in the thickly 
populated neighborhood surrounding Sev- 
enth and Carr streets, was the first to get 
down to the active business of vaccinating its 
constituents. At 10:30 0’clocka young man, 
bearing all the marks of the budding physi- 
cian, appeared at the station and presented 
the following letter to Capt. Joyce: 

OFFICE OF HEALTH COMMISSIONER, 
ST. Lois, March 23, 1891. 
To the Captain 1 


Sin—The bearer, Dr. R. arp y, ts authorized 
by the Health ( een e concurrence of 
the Chief of Police, to have headquarters for vacci- 
nating the people of your district in your station.

All right, Doctor,“ said the Police Captain, 
acknowleding the official order witha salute 
befitting the gravity of the occasion. ‘‘Some 
of your patients are already waiting for 
vou. 

Then turning to the deeply interested turn- 
key the Captain continued 

„Here, Billy, escort Dr. Murphy up to the 
assembly room, see that he has everything 
he needs, and stand ready to give him every 
assistance through the day. You ought to 
have on a white shirt, Billy, for we'll be re- 
ceiving visitors all day. 

The old turnkey apologized for not being 
clad ‘‘de rigueur,’’ and then with a grin took 
the medical staff up stairs: There, ona long 
table the young doctor laid out his vaccine 
quilis, spread his papers, had ‘‘Billy’’ bring 
some water andatowel, freshened up the 
fire and was ready for business. A group of 
people awaiting vaccination were already on 
hand, and ina moment the system was in 
successful operation. The formula of inter- 
rogation was very brief and business-like. 

Ever been 
vaccinated before? Didittake? Bare your 
arm, please. There you are!“ 

A FAMILY GROUP. 
The first detall operated upon was a family 
up, Mrs. J. H. Piel and her three little 
ys, from 1828 Blair avenue. The boys had 
been kept home from school, so as to be on 
hand bright and early for the municipal vac- 
cination, and they were deeply interested. 

Little Johnny Piel, aged (years, had the 
honor of being the first to receive the official 
vaccine. It was also Johnny’s initial ap- 

nce as a patient of that description and

arm and as the doctor approached him 
Johnny buried his head in her bosonvand re- 
signed himself to his awful fate with tears. 
He Was Silent untilthe skin began to wear 
away under the friction of the vaccine 
quill, when he vent to

his little legs in eloquent protest against the 
whole performance. Butit was over before 
he knew it, almost, andthen Johnny had a

By this time the vaccinating matinee was 
getting decidedly interesting. Partly to be 
in the push’’ and partly to give Minnie 
Neeves courage to go through the ordéal by 
showing that it ‘“didn’t hurt,’’ Con Sullivan, 
the messenger boy of the Third District Sta- 
tion, offered himself as a sacrifice, putting up 
the left sleeve of his blue flannel shirt 
with the air of a- martyr, and allowing a 
a stoical smile to distort his faceasthe vac- 
cine was rubbed in. He showed the proper 


nerve for a boy fh his exalted position, but it 


failed to impress Minnie, and she finally left 
the station still exposed to all the horrors of 
small-pox. After Con’s daring deed the vac- 
cination was kept up in a steady stream, and 
it was apparent that the station doctor’’ 
was to have a busy day. 

l A VACCINE PILGRIMAGE. 

At the ll o’clock foll-call Capt. Joyce had 
instructed all the officers to notify people on 
their beats that the doctor was on hand at 
the station ready to vaccinate them, and the 
orders were evidently promptly obeyed, as 
there Was soon a pilgrimage apparently of 
the entire neighborhood begun towards the 
scene of action. Besides the opera- 
tion itself the doctor has to 
keep fa record of the number of ‘‘pri- 
mary’’ and ‘‘secondary’’ vaccinations made 
and the number of quills used, to be reported 
to the Board of Health office every night, to- 
gether with a statement of the probable 
amount of vaccine needed for the following 
day. The police are also ordered to notify 
the doctors at the station as soon as a small- 
pox patient has been removed from any 
house, so that he can go there at once and 
vaccinate the remaining inmates. The 
scenes at all the stations, except 
the Chestnut street where there 
was no doctors stationed, were 
similar to the ones at the Third, and there 
will be thousands of sore arms in St. Louis 
next week. The precautions being taken 
against a spread of small-pox are not con- 
fined to the Board of Health alone, as prac- 
ticing physicians report a demand for vac-

DEATH RATE IN CHICAGO. 


Nearly Thirty-Five Out of Every Thousand

ings show that 804 person died during the 
week, the major portions of them of lung 
diseases.

Thought, 
by His Daughter's Slayer. 
FRIGHTFUL DISCOVERY IN THE RUINS 

or THE BURNED HOME. 


A Desperate Deed at La Porte, Ind.—Men 
Thrown Into Freight Cars and Robbed 
While the Train Is in Motion—An Un- 
availing Struggle—Killings and Feat- 
ures in Orime All Over the Country. © 


Om Orry, Pa., March 23.~—The citizens of 
Franklin were shocked yesterday by the news 
that N. P. Tobin of that place had been mur- 
dered. He was the fatherof Miss Mary To- 
bin, who was mysteriously drowned at Olif- 
ton, Staten Island, nearly two years ago. 
Her former home was Franklin, where she 
was a teacher in the public schools. She 
went to New York to pursue special studies. 
She was accomplished and beautiful, and at 
the time of her death was engaged to be mar- 
ried, her disappearance taking place almost 
on the eve of the expected marriage, The 
mystery surrounding her death has never 
beef solved, but that there was foul play con- 
nected with it has never been doubted by the 
relatives and friends. 

Mr. Tobin was 52 years old and was a tallor. 
He was well known in the business and re- 


children went into the country Saturday and 
he was Saturday night alone. Ats o’ clock 
yesterday morning the fire department was 
called out. His residence wasaflame. In the 
ruins of the building two houcs later was 
found the dead and partly burned body of 
Tobin dressed, with the exception of coat and 
hat. It was lying face downward on the par- 
lor floor. He had expected to drive into the 
country early yesterday morning for his wife 
and children and this accounted for his being 
nearly dressed. There was undoubtedly foul 
play. Tobin’s body was found in a crouched 
position in the parlor, the head resting in a 
pool of blood, and: over the eyes there 
was a big bruise. The autopsy made by the 
doctors showed that he was not stifled by the 
smoke, but that he was choked to death. 
Marks resembling the imprints of a man's 
‘finger nails were found on the dead man’s 
taroat. Tobin was a powerful and active 
man and he must have had several assail- 
afits. A brace and two bits, evidently used 
in gaining entrance tothe house, were found. 
it is thought that Tobin had obtained infor- 
mation regarding the foul play which caused 
his Gaughter’s death, and that this fact 
had become known to the guilty 
person, and therefore, that whoever 
was responsible for the death of 
Mary Tobin also planned the murder of her 
father. Detectives have been at work con- 
tinually on the drowning mystery, and Mr. 
Tobin is reported to have said recently that a 
loop would soon be found in the right place, 
When Tobin came to this country from Eng- 
land, his errand was to fight Ben Hogan, the 
then notorious fighter and bad man: of the oil 
regions. Tobin soon became converted, and 
his life from that time became one of philan- 
thropy and good works. He frequently took 
poor boys from the streets and supplied them 
with clothes. He looked after poor families 
and held meetings among the prisoners in

a MARY TOBIN’S DEATH. 

New YORK, March 23.—Miss Mary O. Tobin’s 
body was found off the Rocks at Clifton, 
Staten Island, on May 12, 1889, and the evi- 
dence brought out later proved that she had 
been murdered, but the mystery of her death 
was never solved. She came to Staten Island 
from Pennsylvania’ in 1885, and in 1887 went 
into the office of Dr. 8. A. Robinson of West 
Brighton as an assistant. She became en- 
gaged secretly to Dr. Wm. Bryan, and when 
she left Dr. Robinson’s employ on April 13, 
1889, she said it was to get married. The doc- 
tor saw her two days later, but that was the 
last time she was seen alive. There were 
many conjectures as to the way that Miss 
Tobin, who was an attractive young woman, 
had met her death, and Dr. Bryan himself 
was under suspicion for some time.

THE PATENT MEDICINE TRADE. 


A Druggist’s Complaint Against Dry 
Goods Stores and Cheap Drug Stores. 

Some of the druggists who attended the 
meeting held at the College of Pharmacy Fri- 
day afternoon deny that the object of the 
gathering was to establish a boycott against 
drug stores which sell patent medicines be- 
low the rates established by the Druggists’ 
Association, ‘‘The meeting,’’ said a mem- 
ber of the firm of Frost & Ruf, this morning, 
„was held with a view of remedying the 
évils in the drug trade caused by the fact that 
dry goods houses and notion stores make 
patent medicines a leader and sell them at or 
below cost. It is only an advertising scheme 
with them and it takes our legitimate profits. 
The dealers attract people totheir stores by 
— our goods at cost and then sell their 

Ss at a profit. Suppose the 
* did the same thing with dry goods 
how long would it be before all would 
fail in business? This is a plain business 
proposition and all fair-minded people must 
side with us. Let the dry goods merchant 
stick to afy goods and competition among 
the druggists will keep the price of patent 
medicines at a reasonable figure.’’ 

The gentleman’s idea of reasonable prices 
do not agree with that of the druggists who 
refuse to enter the Druggists’ Association 
and who are satisfied with a profit of 10 per 
cent on patent medicines. He claims that 
such a profit will not pay for handling the 
medicines. The cost of handling goods is to 
the druggist from 2 to 2% per cent, and he 
thinks there is something wrong when a man 
sells patent medicines at a less profit. 


WILL RETURN TO JEFFERSON. 


Jim Taylor, an Ex-Oonvict, Sentenced to 
Eight Years in the Penitentiary. 

Eugene Black, under indictment in two 
cases for burglary in the second degree and 
larceny, was this morning pérmitted to plead 
guilty to the charge of grand larceny, and 
was at once sentenced to serve two years in 
the penitentiary.

AN EX-SLAVE’S OFFER. 


Elliott Head Proposes to Give the Land for 
a Negro College in Georgia. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 23.—Since Secretary 
Noble refused to pay Georgia’s' share of the 
Hatch fund until she had a college for 
negroes, the movement to establish one has 
been stimulated and Gov. Northen has es- 
tablished a Board of Control. The negroes of 
Savannah have offered $15,000 as a bonus if 
the college is established there. Those of 
Americus have offered $13,000, of Millidgeville 
$12,000, of Columbus $10,000. Elliott Head, ex- 
slave, 72 years old, who has amassed a fortune 
of $50,000, writes the following letter: 

On condition thatthe branch college for 
colored students is located at Americus, I 
agree to convey the following described real 
estate—which I value at $5.000—to the trus- 
tees of the university, reserving to myself a 
life estate in said property. The deed to be so 
framed as to preserve the corpus of the body, 
and the income to be used as a scholarship 
fund to educate the most needy and desery- 
ing colored students who may apply for ad- 
mission to said college. 


BOOTH WILL NOT WRITE. 


The Great Actor Refuses $25,000 for the 
Story of His Life. 


New Tonk, March 28.—Ever since the suc- 
cess of Joseph Jefferson’s reminiscences Ed- 
win Booth has been approached by not less 
than a dozen editors and publishers to write 
a book, but his answer has always been the 
same. A day or two ago a prominent pub- 
lisher walked into the Players’ club and see- 
ing Booth sought an introduction. After a 
few moments talk the man of books got 
down to business and offered the actor $25,000 
cash and a generous royalty if he would con- 
sent to write the story of his life, tell some- 
thing about the people he has met, his views 
of players, male and female, and something 
about the stage of to-morrow and the 
qualifications necessary for actors thereon. 

Mr. Booth, always taciturn, stiffly replied: 
No, nor five times that sum wouldn't in- 
duce me to write a line of it. I shall never 
write a book. I detest writing. Sometimes 
I think I don’t even like to act.

ST. LOUIS CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL. 


Annual Report of This Worthy Insti- 
tution. 

The annual report of the St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital has been published in pamphlet 
form and copies of it may be obtained from 
Mrs. Hugh McKittrick, the President, Misses 
Emmons and Bulkley, the Secretaries, or 
from any of the other officers. The hospital 
now has fifty-twochildren, and during the 
year ending Feb. 1, 124 were discharged, 108 of 
them being well and the other 16 much bet 
ter than when admitted to the institution. 
There were thirty-six surgical cases and the 
operations performed were nearly all suc- 
cessful. The expenses of the hospital 
amounted to nearly $5,000, and the receipts, 
mostly donations, to $5,223. In addition to 
the money donations, a large quantity of pro- 
visions, clothing and supplies of all kinds 
was received from the friends of the institu- 
tion. The hospital is located on Jefferson 
avenue and Adams street, and the treatment 
is homeopathic.
